MINERS' UNION AODBKKS. 


The Miners' Union of Leadville, Col- 


orado, haB issued an address to Gover- 
nor Mclntyre and the people generally 
in which it Is aHoged that a conspiracy 
exltts among the mine owners, the ob- 
ject of which is to keep the militia in 
Leadville until the Union is disorgan- 
ized. The Union disclaims responsi- 
bility for the outrages perpetrated at 
Leadville and offers to guard property 
and aid in maintaining peace if the 
troops are withdrawn. 


The address declares that the organ- 


ization of workingtueu is lawful and 
commendable and has become a neces- 
sity in all lands. A dozen men, though 
wealthy and powerful, shouM not bo 
allowed to destroy it, and much less 
should they be aided and encouraged 
by tt.e State in doing so. The Union 
ia anxious for an amicable settlement, 
of the difficulties. 
They say they 


opened the field of the immensely pro- 
ductive district of Leadville and made 
it possible for millionaires to arise 
from it. They have in it the interest 
of a day's pay for a day's work, bread 
and meat, shelter and clothing, for 
themselves and their families, while 
othara have in it tho interest of rapidly 
accumulating fortunes. They arc ready 
and willing to entertain any reasonable 
proposition for a settlement, and will 
meet tho operators in a spirit of fair- 
ness and justice. 


It must be conceded that, if capital is 


permitted to organize trusts and com- 
binations to make it remunerative, that 
labor should bo allowed the same priv- 
ilege. If that right ia aueorded wealth 
it should not be denied those whose 
only capital is their ability to perform 
a day's work. The authorities do uot 
interfere when capita'! combines to put 
artificial prices ou tho necessaries of 
life, and they should iiot interfere 
whim work ing U) on attempt to make 
their labor remunerative. Of course 
money has a great advantage over 
labor, though without labor it cannot 
be remunerative. Trusts cau advance 
the pnoe of auy commodity that the 
people are obliged to purchase and re- 
fuse to sell it at less tban the fixed 
price. Libor cau also fix n price for ;t 
day's work, but as the-supply at this 
time excseds tho' demand it cimnot 
maintain the price, us tho trusts -Jo, 
and the moment it resorts to force to 
do so the strong arm of the law inter- 
poses and crushes it. 


The Leadville Miners' Uiiiou dis- 


claims all responsibility for the out- 
rages perpetrated in that city. It an- 
nounces that it desires the troubles be- 
tween the miners and mine ownera 
amicably settled and the troops with- 
drawn' and tho people ought to assist 
it iu its efforts to accomplish this pur- 
pose.

Carroll D. Wright, Commissioner of 


Labor, baa transmitted to the Secretary 
of the Interior a special report on the 
statistics of occupations as shown by 
the census of 1890. There were 22,735,- 
681 persons ten years of age and over 
engaged iu gainful occupations in 1890 
of whom 18,821,090 were males and. 
3,914,571 females. 
Of these 3,523,730 


persons, of whom 510,613 were females, 
were not employed at their principal 
occupations during some part of the 
census year ending May 31,1890. Of 
the whole number of persons unein- 


, ployed 1,818,865 were unemployed from 


one to three months, 1,368,418 from 
four to six months and 336,447 from 
seven to twelve mouths. 
This 
is 


equivalent approximately to 1,139,672 
persons unemployed at their principal 
occupations for tho 
entire 
twelve 


month;. 


It should be borne in mind that 


during that period of what our gold 
friends term "great prosperity" there 
were considerable more than a million 
persona who could not get employment 
at their principal occupations for u 
whole year. Now under the benign in- 
fluence of tho gold standard it would 
bo interesting to know how many per- 
pons are deprived 
oC the 
oppor- 


tunity 
of 
earning 
a 
livelihood 


at their principal occupations, but that 
Information is not obtainable, nor will 
it ever be known ao no census of the 
unemployed WBJ taken Xast year.
